REQUEST APPROVAL TO ENTER INTO A CONTRACT WITH THE CHILDREN'S BUREAU OF
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA FOR THE COMMUNITY CHILD ABUSE COUNCILS COORDINATION
SERVICES (ALL DISTRICTS) (3 VOTES)

SUBJECT

The Department of Children and Family Services (DCFS) requests your Board’s approval to enter
into a contract with the Children’s Bureau of Southern California (CBSC) to provide Community Child
Abuse Councils Coordination (CCACC) services effective July 1, 2015, through June 30, 2016, with
options to extend the contract for two additional one-year renewal periods.

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT THE BOARD:

1. Approve and instruct the Mayor of the Board to sign the Community Child Abuse Councils
Coordination Contract (Attachment I) with CBSC to coordinate the efforts of the community’s child
abuse councils. The term of the contract will be effective

July 1, 2015, through June 30, 2016, with options for the County to extend the term for two
additional one-year renewal periods through June 30, 2018, at a Maximum Annual Contract Sum of
$100,000 for the first contract period, and a Maximum Annual Contract Sum of $100,000 for each of
the remaining two option years, for a Total Maximum Contract Sum of $300,000, financed with AB
2994 Special Revenue Funds, and a required supplement of 33.3 percent in-kind match contribution
from the Contractor per contract period.

2. Delegate authority to the Director of DCFS, or designee, to execute amendments to extend the
contract for each of the two additional one-year renewal options by written notice. Approval from
County Counsel will be obtained prior to exercising each renewal option, and the Director will notify
the Board and the CEO in writing within 10 business days after execution.

3. Delegate authority to the Director of DCFS, or designee, to execute amendments to increase or
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decrease the Maximum Annual Contract Sum in the event of budget allocation increases or
decreases not to exceed 10 percent of the Maximum Annual Contract Sum. Approval from County
Counsel will be obtained prior to executing such amendment, and the Director will notify the Board
and the CEO in writing within 10 business days after execution.

4. Delegate authority to the Director of DCFS, or designee, to execute amendments to extend the
contract on a month-to-month basis for a period not to exceed six months beyond June 30, 2018, in
the event the extension is necessary to complete the solicitation process for a new contract.
Approval from County Counsel will be obtained prior to executing such an amendment, and the
Director will notify the Board and the CEO in writing within 10 business days after execution.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

CCACC services are State mandated for counties receiving AB 1733/2994 funding. Pursuant to
Welfare and Institutions Code (WIC) Section 18983, each county is required to fund child abuse
prevention coordinating councils whose primary purpose is to coordinate the community’s efforts to
prevent and respond to child abuse. DCEFS receives funding through its Child Abuse Prevention
Intervention Treatment (CAPIT) Program and aims to contract for CCACC services to meet this
requirement.

The CCACC service coordinate, plan, provides oversight, and facilitate joint service activities to meet
the collective goals of 12 to 14 child abuse councils, and ensure that they provide child abuse
prevention intervention services in their respective communities. In addition, the CCACC services
must maintain its liaison role with the formal Child Abuse Council of Los Angeles County, the Inter-
Agency Council on Child Abuse and Neglect (ICAN) as outlined and required in the Statement of
Work for this contract. The CCACC contractor will act as the community representation of ICAN and
its work aligns with the mission of ICAN. Attendance at numerous ICAN meetings as detailed in the
Statement of Work will enable the contractor to fulfill this requirement. The funding guideline
requires that the contractor distribute a minimum of 30 percent, or thirty thousand dollars ($30,000),
of the Maximum Annual Contract Sum equally among the Child Abuse Councils for special projects.
In addition, the contractor is required to provide an in-kind match, equal to, 33.3 percent per contract
period.

CBSC is being recommended for the new CCACC contract award because its proposal ranked the
higher of the two proposals submitted in response to a Request for Proposals (RFP) that was
released on August 8, 2014. The new CCACC contract will continue to allow DCFS to meet the
State requirements to provide CCACC services.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

This contract is consistent with the principles of the Countywide Strategic Plan, Goal 1: Operational
Effectiveness, by maximizing opportunities to measurably improve client and community outcomes

and leverage resources through the continuous integration of health, community, and public safety

services. This goal: 1) allows more children to remain safely in their homes; 2) reduces the reliance
on out-of-home care through the provision of intensive, focused, individualized services; 3) reduces
the number of children and their length of stay in congregate care while ensuring that individualized
case planning and appropriate community alternatives are in place; and 4) reduces the timelines to

permanency.
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FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

The Maximum Annual Contract Sum of $100,000 for the first contract period will be financed using
AB 2994 Special Revenue Funds. The anticipated total available AB 2994 funding for the two option
years is $200,000, at a cost of $100,000 for each FY 2016-17 and FY 2017-18. Funding for the first
contract period will be included in the Department’s FY 2015-16 Proposed Budget. In addition, the
contractor is required to provide a supplement of 33.3 percent in-kind match contribution per contract
period.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

On September 24, 1982, the Governor of California approved legislation (AB 1733 and

AB 2994) to help prevent and treat child abuse and neglect. AB 2994 established the County Trust
Fund, which supports the funding of child abuse prevention, intervention, and treatment services.
The legislation also provides that a designated commission, board or council develop and
recommend funding priorities to the Board of Supervisors, which makes the final funding decisions.
In Los Angeles County, the designated council is the ICAN.

On August 21, 1998, AB 2779 augmented the general provision of AB 1733, authorizing additional
funding for enhanced services with the emphasis on prevention programs provided through nonprofit
agencies and support to child abuse councils.

On October 4, 2001, the Los Angeles County Board of Supervisors approved ICAN’s funding
guidelines and recommendations to fund programs that provide a full range of comprehensive child
abuse and neglect prevention, intervention and treatment services as well as funds for CCACC
services. Pursuant to Welfare and Institutions Code (WIC) Section 18983, each county shall fund
child abuse prevention coordinating councils to meet the criteria set forth in WIC Section 18982.
DCFS has been contracting for CCACC services since July 1, 2003.

CBSC is being recommended to your Board for the new CCACC services contract award, which will
be effective July 1, 2015, through June 30, 2016, with two one-year renewal options to extend the
contract for FY 2016-17 and FY 2017-18, at the estimated Maximum Contract Sum of $300,000, to
include a State requirement of 33.3 percent in-kind match from the Contractor per contract period.

The Board letter has been reviewed by the Chief Executive Office and County Counsel. The
attached form contract has been approved as to form by County Counsel.

CONTRACTING PROCESS

On August 8, 2014, DCFS released an RFP for CCACC services to fulfill the service needs that were
being provided by an existing Contractor whose contract was due to expire December 31, 2014. On
December 16, 2014, the Board of Supervisors approved DCFS’ request for an additional six-month
extension effective January 1, 2015, to June 30, 2015, to allow sufficient time to complete the RFP
process.

Of the two proposals submitted in response to the RFP, CBSC was selected, and is therefore being
recommended the award of this contract to provide CCACC services.
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IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES (OR PROJECTYS)

Approval of the recommended award of the contract to CSBC will continue to allow the
implementation of CCACC services, which helps DCFS facilitate and improve upon family outcomes
and child safety in their homes without a break in service.

Upon Board approval, the Acting Executive Officer, Board of Supervisors, is requested to return one
adopted stamped Board letter to the Department of Children and Family Services.

WHEREAS, pursuant to Government Code Sections 26227, 31000 and
53703, County is permitted to contract for services; and

WHEREAS, County desires to provide Community Child Abuse Councils
Coordination Services; and

WHEREAS, County has determined that the services to be provided under
this Contract are to coordinate Child Abuse Councils community efforts to
prevent and respond to child abuse as specified in Section 18982 et seq. of the
Welfare and Institution Code as referenced below; and

WHEREAS, County has determined that the functions of a Community
Child Abuse Councils Coordination shall be consistent with WIC section 18982.2;
and

WHEREAS, Contractor warrants that it possesses the competence,
expertise and personnel necessary to provide such services.

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual promises, covenants
and conditions set forth herein, the parties hereto do agree as follows:

This Contract and the Exhibits hereto constitute the complete and
exclusive statement of understanding between the parties, which
supersedes all previous agreements, written or oral, and all other
communications between the parties relating to the subject matter of this
Contract. No change to this Contract shall be valid unless prepared
pursuant to Part Il, “Changes and Amendments” and signed by both
parties.

Exhibits A, A-1, A-3, and B, Attachments A, B, C-1,C-2,D, E, F, G, H, |, J,
K, and O, set forth below, are attached to and incorporated by reference in
this Contract.

The headings, page numbers, sections, and sub-section numbers
contained in this Contract are for convenience and reference only and are
not intended to define the scope of any provision herein.

In the event of any conflict or inconsistency in the definition or
interpretation of any word, responsibility, schedule, contents or description
of any task, deliverable, product, service, or other work between this
Contract, Statement of Work, and Exhibits, or among Exhibits, said conflict
or inconsistency shall be resolved by giving precedence first to the
Contract, Exhibits A, A-1, A-3, and Exhibit B, Attachments.

The following words as used herein shall be construed to have the
following meaning, unless otherwise apparent from the context in which
they are used:

A. Chief Executive Office or Chief Executive Officer — means the
office/position established to assist the Board of Supervisors in
handling administrative details of the County.

B. Contract — means an agreement executed between County and
Contractor. It sets forth the terms and conditions for the issuance
and performance of Exhibit A, Statement of Work.

C. Contractor — means the sole proprietor, partnership, or corporation
that has entered into a contract with the County to perform or
execute the work covered by Exhibit A, Statement of Work.

D. County — means the County of Los Angeles and includes the
Department of Children and Family Services.

E. County's Board of Supervisors - means the governing body of
the County of Los Angeles.

F. County Program Manager — means the County representative
responsible for daily management of contract operation and the
oversight of monitoring activities, compliance with the requirements
of the Contract, and the delivery of services.

G. Day or Days — means, whether singular or plural, whether with
initial letter capitalized or not, calendar day(s) and not business or
workday(s), unless otherwise specifically stated.

H. DCFS - means County’s Department of Children and Family
Services.

Director — means County’s Director of the Department of Children
and Family Services or his or her authorized designee.

J. Fiscal Year(s) — means the 12 month period beginning July 1% and
ending the following June 30".

K. Maximum Contract Sum — means the total amount to be paid
under this contract.

L. Overpayments — means those payments defined by MPP
-43-304.1.11 "any amount of aid paid which a foster care provider
received on behalf of a child to which the provider was not entitled
or an expenditure made by a Group Home provider not in
conformity with Section 11-404." Amounts a provider are not
entitled to also includes amounts paid where the provider did not
care for the child for the period of time the child was no longer in
the home and may include a temporary absence. AFDC-FC
Overpayments are governed by MPP 11-425, 22-001, 22-003,
22-009 and 45-302 through 45-306 and 11-404 inclusive.

M. Participant — means a person who partakes of the services the
Contractor is obligated to perform for County under this contract.

N. Program — means the work to be performed by Contractor as
defined in Exhibit A, Statement of Work.

0. State — means the government of California.
P. State Manual of Policies and Procedures — means the
regulations found in the Manual of Policies and Procedures issued

by the State of California Health and Human Services Agency,
Department of Social Services (CDSS).

20 TERM

2.1 The term of this Contract shall commence on July 1, 2015, or the date of
execution by the County’s Board of Supervisors, whichever is later, and
shall expire on June 30, 2016, or one year from the date of execution by
the County’s Board of Supervisors, whichever is later, unless terminated
earlier or extended, in whole or in part, as provided in this Contract.

2.2  The County shall have the sole option to extend the Contract term for up
to two additional one-year periods for a maximum total Contract term of
three years. Each such option and extension shall be exercised at the
sole discretion of the Director, by Amendment or written notice to the
Contractor, provided that approval of County’s Chief Executive Office
(CEO) is obtained prior to any such extension.

2.3 The County will issue a written start work notice to Contractor indicating
when services under this Contract can begin. Contractor shall not begin
any services under this Contract without such written start work notice
from the County. County has the right to issue a written stop work order
whenever the County deems that it is in its best interest to do so, and
Contractor shall stop work immediately upon receipt of such written stop
work notice.

2.4  The Contractor shall notify County when this Contract is within six (6)
months from the expiration of the term. Upon occurrence of this event, the
Contractor shall send written notification to the County Program Manager.

2.5 The term of this Contract may also be extended by the Director of DCFS
by written notice to the Contractor 60 days prior to the expiration of the
contract term, after CEO approval, for a period not to exceed six (6)
months beyond June 30, 2018, if such additional time is necessary to
complete the negotiation or solicitation of a new Contract.

3.0 CONTRACT SUM

3.1 The Maximum Contract Sum for this contract is Three Hundred Thousand
dollars ($300,000).

3.2  County and Contractor agree that this is a firm-fixed priced Contract not to
exceed the Maximum Contract Sum. During the term of this Contract,
County shall compensate Contractor, as specified in Exhibit A-3, Line Item
Budget and Narrative, for the services set forth in Exhibit A, Statement of
Work, in accordance with Part |, Section 5.0, Invoices and Payments, of
this Contract.

3.3 The Contractor shall have no claim against County for, nor be entitled to,
payment or reimbursement for any tasks or services performed, nor for
any incidental or administrative expenses whatsoever incurred in or
incidental to performance hereunder, except as specified herein.

The Contractor shall have no claim against County for, nor be entitled to
payment of any money or reimbursement, of any kind whatsoever, for any
service provided by Contractor after the expiration or other termination of
this Contract. = Should the Contractor receive any such payment,
Contractor shall immediately notify County and shall immediately repay all
such funds to County. Payment by County for services rendered after
expiration/termination of this Contract shall not constitute a waiver of
County’s right to recover such payment from the Contractor. This
provision shall survive the expiration or other termination of this Contract.

Contractor shall maintain a system of record-keeping that will allow the
Contractor to determine when it has incurred 75 percent (75%) of the total
contract authorization under this Contract. Upon occurrence of this event,
Contractor shall send written notification to the County at the address
herein provided in Attachment J, County’s Administration.

Contractor’s budget is attached hereto and incorporated by reference
herein as Exhibit A-3, Line Item Budget herein referred to as “Budget.”
The line items shall provide sufficient detail to determine the quality and
quantity of services to be delivered. Contractor represents and warrants
that the budget is true and correct in all respects, and shall deliver
services in accordance with the Budget. In the event of a change in the
Maximum Contract Sum, or a reallocation of the Budget, or a material,
change to the scope of work, Contractor shall amend the Budget
consistent with any changes and submit the Budget to the County
Program Manager for approval.

The Contractor has prepared and submitted to the County a budget
segregating direct and indirect costs for the work to be performed by
Contractor under this Contract. Budgeted expenses shall be reduced by
applicable Contractor revenues, which are identified thereon. The line
items shall provide sufficient detail to determine the quality and quantity of
services to be delivered.

Time is of the essence with regard to Contractor's performance of any
tasks, deliverables, goods, services, or other work, as specified in this
Contract, provided, however, the foregoing shall not be construed to limit
or deprive a party of the benefits of any grace or use period allowed in this
Contract.

4.0 INSURANCE REQUIREMENTS

4.1

General Insurance Requirements

Without limiting Contractor’'s indemnification of County, and in the
performance of this Contract and until all of its obligations pursuant to this
Contract have been met, Contractor shall provide and maintain at its own
expense insurance coverage satisfying the requirements specified in
Sections 4.1 and 4.2 of this Contract. These minimum insurance
coverage terms, types and limits (the “Required Insurance”) also are in

addition to and separate from any other contractual obligation imposed
upon Contractor pursuant to this Contract. The County in no way warrants
that the Required Insurance is sufficient to protect the Contractor for
liabilities which may arise from or relate to this Contract.

4.1.1 Evidence of Coverage and Notice to County

o Certificate(s) of insurance coverage (Certificate) satisfactory to
County, and a copy of an Additional Insured endorsement
confirming County and its Agents (defined below) has been
given Insured status under the Contractor's General Liability
policy, shall be delivered to County at the address shown below
and provided prior to commencing services under this Contract.

e Renewal Certificates shall be provided to County not less than
10 days prior to Contractor's policy expiration dates. The
County reserves the right to obtain complete, certified copies of
any required Contractor and/or Sub-Contractor insurance
policies at any time.

o Certificates shall identify all Required Insurance coverage types
and limits specified herein, reference this Contract by name or
number, and be signed by an authorized representative of the
insurer(s). The Insured party named on the Certificate shall
match the name of the Contractor identified as the contracting
party in this Contract. Certificates shall provide the full name of
each insurer providing coverage, its NAIC (National Association
of Insurance Commissioners) identification number, its financial
rating, the amounts of any policy deductibles or self-insured
retentions exceeding fifty thousand ($50,000.00) dollars, and list
any County required endorsement forms.

e Neither the County’s failure to obtain, nor the County’s receipt
of, or failure to object to a non-complying insurance certificate or
endorsement, or any other insurance documentation or
information provided by the Contractor, its insurance broker(s)
and/or insurer(s), shall be construed as a waiver of any of the
Required Insurance provisions.

Contractor also shall promptly report to County any injury or
property damage accident or incident, including any injury to a

Contractor employee occurring on County property, and any loss,
disappearance, destruction, misuse, or theft of County property,
monies or securities entrusted to Contractor. Contractor also shall
promptly notify County of any third party claim or suit filed against
Contractor or any of its Sub-Contractors, which arises from or
relates to this Contract, and could result in the filing of a claim or
lawsuit against Contractor and/or County.

4.1.2 Additional Insured Status and Scope of Coverage

The County of Los Angeles, its Special Districts, Elected Officials,
Officers, Agents, Employees and Volunteers (collectively County
and its Agents) shall be provided additional insured status under
Contractor’s General Liability policy with respect to liability arising
out of Contractor's ongoing and completed operations performed
on behalf of the County. County and its Agents additional insured
status shall apply with respect to liability and defense of suits
arising out of the Contractor’'s acts or omissions, whether such
liability is attributable to the Contractor or to the County. The full
policy limits and scope of protection also shall apply to the County
and its Agents as an additional insured, even if they exceed the
County’s minimum Required Insurance specifications herein. Use
of an automatic additional insured endorsement form is acceptable
providing it satisfies the Required Insurance provisions herein.

4 1.3 Cancellation of or changes in Insurance

Contractor shall provide County with, or Contractor's insurance
policies shall contain a provision that County shall receive, written
notice of cancellation or any change in Required Insurance,
including insurer, limits of coverage, term of coverage or policy
period. The written notice shall be provided to County at least ten
(10) days in advance of cancellation for non-payment of premium
and thirty (30) days in advance for any other cancellation or policy
change. Failure to provide written notice of cancellation or any
change in Required Insurance may constitute a material breach of
the Contract, in the sole discretion of the County, upon which the
County may suspend or terminate this Contract.

4.1.4 Failure to Maintain Insurance

Contractor's failure to maintain or to provide acceptable evidence
that it maintains the Required Insurance shall constitute a material
breach of the Contract, upon which County immediately may
withhold payments due to Contractor, and/or suspend or terminate
this Contract. County, at its sole discretion, may obtain damages
from Contractor resulting from said breach. Alternatively, the
County may purchase the Required Insurance, and without further
notice to Contractor, deduct the premium cost from sums due to
Contractor or pursue Contractor reimbursement.
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4 1.5 |Insurer Financial Ratings

Coverage shall be placed with insurers acceptable to the County
with A.M. Best ratings of not less than A: VIl unless otherwise
approved by County.

4.1.6 Contractor’s Insurance Shall Be Primary

Contractor’s in
